“I’m involved in promot¬

Randall said. 

Randall has attended 
films at the Toronto 
International Film Festival 
and she believes a festival 
similar in size could be held 
in her hometown.

I saw 
how crowded it was and I 
thought it would be cool to 
have something like it in 
the Niagara region.”

She said she’d like to see 
Fort Erie become involved 
in the Niagara Integrated 
Film Festival which runs in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake from 
June 19 to 22. 

“I’m not sure if in the 
future NIFF might want to 
expand," Randall said.

Niagara native shares 
story with local connections

Craig Davidson is the 
next author featured in the 
Ridgeway Reads Literary 

He will stop by Ridgeway 
Crystal Beach High School 
to talk about his book, 
Cataract City on April 25 at 
7 p.m. 

Davidson said his book is 
a dark coming-of-age story 
about two boys growing up 
in Niagara Falls. Davidson, 
a St. Catharines native, said 
the Niagara region is near 
and dear to his heart. 


"I'm living in Toronto 
now, but most of my books 
are set in the Niagara horse¬ 
shoe, from Thorold, to 
Welland and Niagara Falls," 

"I have an affinity with 
the area and its people." 

Davidson said he hopes 
readers like his novel. 

After some thought, and 
a lot of research, Davidson 
said he decided to use the 
latin name for waterfall in 
his title for his book. 

"I always have a tough 
time when it comes to titles, 
but sometimes it jumps out 
organically," he said. 

"Cataract is a nick name 


for Niagara Falls. The Latin 
word for waterfall is cata- 

Although Cataract "isn't a 
well-known nickname" for 
the city, Davidson said 
"every so often" people use 
the nickname to describe 
Niagara Falls. 

Davidson enjoyed writ¬ 
ing Cataract City because it 
was a departure from his 
usual writing style. 

"The first part of the book, 
deals with people in their 
youth. This is the first novel 
that I've written that doesn't 
deal with 20-somethings," 
he said. 

"It was nice to go an 
opposite way and deal with 
kids before they became 
men. and write about the 
events in the life that shape 
the adults they would later 
become." 

Davidson explained 
youth often think "more in 
black and white" while 
adults view the world "in 
shades of gray." 

Davidson, 37, published 
his first book when he was 
28. He's worked as an edi¬ 
tor, a librarian, and a bus 
driver. He has spent the last 
five years professional 
writing novels. 

Davidson said he is look¬ 
ing forward to hearing what 
readers have to say about 
his book at the spring read¬ 
ing series. He encourages 
readers to ask him many 
questions about his work. 

"Waiting for that first 
hand to go up is nerve 
wrecking," Davidson said. 

"I love this region and I 
am hoping people will let 
me know if they like what 
I've written, or even if I have 
done a disservice to the 

Davidson said he hopes 
readers who plan on attend¬ 
ing the reading series are

works and fleet, administration, roads and related, storm water drainage and co 
water services. 

What Are The Rates And When Do They Take Effect? 

Schedule 1 below sets out the development charge rates applicable throughout the Town. Non-urban 
area development charge rates are reduced proportionately and these rates can be obtained by 
reviewing the Development Charge By-law. 

Both the residential and non-residential development charge rates are in effect as of March 31 st, 2014.

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Beer market booming in Niagara region 
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Jurors split on Roseanne Whalen in deliberations 


> Half of 12 
jurors who 
found Whalen 
guilty think she 
should never be 
eligible for parole

Half of the 12 jurors who 
found Roseanne Whalen 
guilty of murdering her 
daughter think she should 
never be eligible for 

And none of the jurors 
think the Fort Erie woman 
should be given a shot at 
getting out of jail before 
serving at least 15 years of 
a mandatory life sentence. 

Judge Robert Reid will 
make the ultimate decision 
on parole ineligibility when 
he sentences Whalen for 
second-degree murder on 
June 13 in Hamilton. 

Whalen, 25, was found 
guilty by a jury late last 
TuesdaynightatHamilton's 
John Sopinka Courthouse. 


Her two-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Marissa, who jurors 
heard was physically 
abused daily in the final 
weeks of her life, suffered a 
fatal injury at the hands of 
Whalen's girlfriend, 
Rainbow Hill, on July 29, 
2011. Marissa was injured 
in the bathroom of their 
apartment at 271 Emerick 
Ave. in Fort Erie. 

While she was dying or 
already dead, she was hid¬ 
den from paramedics and 
police who responded to a 
911 call at the address. 

Marissa was then buried 
by Whalen and Hill in a 
remote location on the Six 
Nations reserve in 
Ohsweken, near Brantford. 
Whalen dug her up five 
days later to remove a blan¬ 
ket and garbage bag, which 
were then burned in a bon¬ 
fire. 

She reburied the girl, 
jumping on a limb to con¬ 
ceal the body. 

Marissa's remains were 
found Oct. 16, 2011, eight 
days after Whalen's mom 
reported her granddaugh¬ 
ter missing. 

The second-degree mur¬ 
der conviction comes with 
an automatic life sentence 
of 25 years, with minimum 
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from 10 to 25 years. 

Jurors in the case were 
asked to deliberate 
Wednesday on what they 
thought the minimum 
should be. 

Reid instructed them to 
consider the character of 
Roseanne Whalen, the 
nature of the offence and 
circumstances around the 
offence. They were told 
they didn't have to come to 
a unanimous decision, or 
make any recommenda¬ 
tions if they didn't want to. 

All the jurors did weigh 
in, though, with six recom¬ 
mending a minimum 
25-year parole ineligibility. 

Four jurors recommend¬ 
ed Whalen be ineligible for 
parole for a minimum 18 
years, while two recom¬ 
mended a minimum of 15 

Whalen, who was bawl¬ 
ing Tuesday night before 
and after the verdict was 
read, began to cry again 
when Reid read the jury's 


recommendations last 
Wednesday. 

Two of the jurors were 
visibly upset by Whalen's 
outburst and were dabbing 
their eyes with tissues. 

"Judging one's fellows is 
an awesome responsibili¬ 
ty," Reid said, thanking the 
jury for their service. 

The group of four men 
and eight women were 
plucked from their every¬ 
day lives March 17 to sit 
through three weeks of evi¬ 
dence that was filled with 
disturbing, intimate and at 
times gruesome details. 

The Crown argued 
Whalen put her child in 
harm's way, knowing 
Rainbow Hill was a threat 
to her, because she was 
more interested in having a 
romantic relationship than 
in being a mom. 

Hill testified on the stand 
for the Crown that she 
punched, hit, slapped and 
force-fed Marissa every day 
in the last days of her life as 
Whalen stood by her side. 



She claimed the death 
was an accident, h ow-ever, 
and that she dropped 
Marissa in the bathtub. 

Hill said she personally 
didn't want another child 
around because she could 
barely take care of her own 
two kids. She said Whalen 
only wanted Marissa for 
her government cheques. 

Whalen'slawyer Geoffrey 
Hadfield had argued 
Whalen was physically 
abused by Hill and acted 
out of fear. 

There was no evidence 
that Whalen herself laid a 
hand on Marissa and the 
Crown did not allege she 
had. But assistant Crown 
attorney Timothy Hill 
argued Whalen knew 
Rainbow was a clear and 
present danger to Marissa 


and that her own actions, 
omissions and negligence 
caused the death "just as 
surely as if she'd beaten the 
child to death herself." 

Rainbow Hill pleaded 
guilty to second-degree 
murder in a Welland court¬ 
room June 28, 2013. She 
received a life sentence 
with parole ineligibility for 
12 years, a fact the Whalen 
jury was not privy to when 
it made its parole ineligi¬ 
bility recommendation. 

Her sister, Amanda 
Dipota, who helped bury 
the body, pleaded guilty to 
accessory after the fact to 
murder and received three 
years, four months and two
